Bad Wreck on L. & E. 

Passenger train No. 8 on Lex- 
ington dr Eastern running from 
Jackson to Lexington last Thurs- 
day afternoon went down an em- 
bankment two miles east of Tor- 
rent, and Engineer James Gor- 
don and Baggagemaster Max O’- 
Connell were slightly injured. 

The wreck occurred on a fill 
which had formerly been a tres- 
tle, The wood work gave way 
and let the train down in the 
mud. The engine, baggage car 
and smoker rolled down the hill 
while the rear coach remained 
on the track. The passengers 
were jumbled togethe and shook 
up considerably. The engine 
almost buried itself in the mud. 
The train was several hours de- 
layed, and trains further up the 
road than the wreck were unable 
to run until Saturday when the 
track was repaired.

$1,000 Reward for Fugitive Taylor. 

Appeal to Reason a Socialist 
paper offers a reward of $1,000.00 
to any one who will kidnap fugi- 
tive W. S. Taylor, now wanted 
in Kentucky for the murder of 
Gov. Goebel. The paper speaks 
!out as follows: 

‘‘The Supreme Court of the U» 
nited States has hfeld that kidnap 
pingis a perfectly legal method of 
taking an accused man from one 
state to another. This decision 
was rendered in the now famous 
Moyer-Hay wood case, in which 
the defendants were both Social- 
ists and workingmen. Will the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States hold to this same opinion if 
the defendant is a Republican 
and a capitalist? 

To give the Supreme Court the 
opportunity to pass oh a case of 
kidnaping a capitalist politician 
wanted on a charge of murder in 
a sister state, I will give $1,000. 
00 to the person or persons who 
capture Ex-Governor Taylor, of 
Kentucky, who is now supposed 
to be in hiding in Indiana under 
tiie protection of the governor of 
that state, and return him, forc- 
ibly or otherwise, to the state^u- 
thorities of Kentucky. 

In other words, any person or 
persons, is at liberty to sandbag 
Taylor, carry him across the bor- 
der and deliver him to the au- 
thorities of Kentucky, and it will 
l>e a perfectly legal proeeedure 
and upheld by the highest court 
of the land. It matters not how 
inconsiderately or hastily this 
action nmy he done, it w ill not 
be a violation of the constitution- 
al rights of Taylor, capitalists 
and Republican! The Supreme 
Court will hack the kidnapper 
and protect them — provided it 
holds to its recent decision. 

The only stipulation regarding 
the payment of the $1,U<)0.00 re- 
ward is, that Taylor must be 
handed over to the Kentucky au- 
thorities and placed behind the 
bars before the trial of the offi- 
cers of the Western Federation 
of Miners is begun.
